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MEDIUM WAVE BROADCASTING IN CHINA

Vil. Programming. 


After the termination of the Chinese civil war, programming consisted almost 
exclusively of continuous propaganda speeches and talks. Dispite the use of of 
obligatory "mass listening meetings", the Central regime still feit out of touch with 
the rural populace. In the -mid-'50's, therefore, home service programming began to be 
a bit more subtle. The early propaganda speeches were replaced by plays, songs, operas 
and dramatizations - all with the prcper "revolutionary spirit", of course. The boy- 
girl-tractor theme, long popular in the Soviet Union, began to evolve along character- 
ist Chinese lines at this time. This characteristic propaganda vehicle continued to 
dominate Chinese broadcasting until very recently. In addition to the news broadeasts 
originated by the NCNA/CJKT, regional newscasts were plentiful on the lower networks, 
Much of this news was agricultural in content = explanations of new techniques, 
descriptions of model villages, interviews with prominent workers, and editorials from 
local newspapers exhorting the workers to greater efforts. In times of major policy 
change in Peking, broadcasting was, and still is, dominated by the reading in extenso 
of important editorials and party documents, often repeated several times daily. Broad 
casting hours are frequently extended during such pericds. In 1963, the CJKT establish 
ed the basic pattern of home service programming that persisted until the recent 
disorders began: 


CJKT Program I. Intended for the general public, these programs were the most 
propaganda laden. As of 1964, the schedule for Program I was stabilized at 0520- 
0020 (Peking time). Out of a total of 19 programming Hours, 3 3/4 were devoted to 
hews programming. 

CJRT Program Ii. This eae of programs was more "educational" and contained a 
larger proportion of musical programs than did Program I, In October, 1963, the 
schedule for Program II was established as 0550-1020, 1155-1400, 1635-0030. Out 
of 14 hours and 40 minutes of scheduled programming, 5 hours were devoted to news 
The apparent emphasis on newscasting in the Program set is in part due to the 
fact that the 2nd Program transmitted the dictation speed news for transcription, 
and the news for recording by stations lower in the system. 

CJKT Program TfL. This set of programs was "lighter" than the forst two. In July 
of 1963, the schedule was stabilized at 1740-2300. Out of 5 hours and 20 minutes 
of transmission, only 5 minutes were devoted to news. 

Capital Service. CJKT prepared a special set of programming for the Peking capita 
region, which was sometimes called the IVth Program. This program was. the federa? 
equivalent of the local programming broadcast by the stations of the Municipal 
level stations elsewhere in China. Some of the Capital Service transmitters were 
actually located in suburbs of Peking, i.e., in Hopei province. We have been 
unable to find any schedules for this set of: programs. 

Taiwan Service. The CJKT also prepared a special program service for the "3 llega? 
ly occupied" province of Taiwan. This service was transmitted by a number of 
powerful transmitters in Fukien province, just across the Formosa Strait from 
Formosa. No schedules available, 

Foreign Service. From a meager foreign service of only 57 nalts a week in 1949, 
Radio Peking has expanded its international services to more than 950 hours per 
week, making it second only to Radio Moscow in broadcasting time. Programs in 35 
different languages and dialects are currently scheduled by Radio Peking. Most 

of the International Service is transmitted via Short Wave, but a few medium 
wave stations carry some of the external programs, Radio Peking announced in its 
Hindi, Service on 12/31/65 that 3 new SW and one new MW transmitters would go inte 
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service to India on 1/3/66, but no frequencies were given. Sone of the Foreign 
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enue is as follows:

VII. Peoples Liberation Army. 


At the same time that the civilian monitor system was established, an analogous 
system of military broadcast monitors was established to service the army. For many 
years a special program, life in the Peoples Army, was broadeast several times a weak 
by all CJKT stations. During - the Korean War, many special broadcasts were transmitted 
to the Chinese army from stations in Northern China. In.1966, first mention of 
"Fukien Area Army Stations" is made by FBIS/CTA. On the basis of this unique designat- 
ion, it would seem that these stations are under army control and are not part of the 
JKT system described here previously at length. These stations may be designed to 
serve the massive troop concentrations in Fukien facing Taiwan, or may perhaps be 
especially beamed to the KMT army on Taiwan. It is likely that these broadcasts 
originate at PLA General Headquarters, which are located in Fukien. This new FBIS 
listing is the only mention that we can find of these PLA stations. But we do have one 
Piece of circumstantial evidence which seems to indicate that these stations are a 
relatively new innovation. In 1961, a top secret directive was issued by the liberatio: 
Army Central Political Department for the instruction of army political workers. It 
included highly detailed instructions for the use of army films, newspapers, and 
publications for the political "education" of the troops, but no mention is made of 
army-operated radio stations ~ even though references to other communications media 
were highly detailed and specific. This suggests that these stations were not on the 
air as early as 1961. 


IX. Receivers and Transmitters. 


The production of transmitters and receivers had to await the development of an 
indigent Chinese electronics industry. Furthermore, an extensive power shortage :.: 
seriously hampered the expansion of the transmitting system for some time. 


At the time of the revolution, almost all electrical generating plants were 
concentrated in Manchuria and in a few large industrial cities such as Shanghai, 
Tiensin, and Canton. The first Five Year Plan called for the construction of 24 large 
hydroelectric and 76 thermal generating plants. No actual. production figures were ever 
released, and Western experts believe that actual preduction fell far short of these 
goals. As late as 1960, the Mainland authorities freely admitted in the press that 
there was indeed a severe power shortage in the country. In 1965, the Central govern- 
ment announced that 200 kw Diesel generators would soon be in regular production. In 
October, 1966, the regular production of 100 kw hydroelectric generators was announced 
A large 520 kw hydroelectric plant began operation in Sinkiang at the start of May, 
1965. It is Likely that the high-powered transmitter on 1525 draws power from this 
source. Not only is electrical power in short supply, but it is expensive where avail- 
able: typically iY per Kwh (about 10¢). 


For many years, the Chinese had to make do with foreign-manufactured transmitters 
a 300 kw Russian transmitter on 1040, a 250 kw system of undesignated origin in the 
Canton JKT station on 1060, a 150 kw Czech transmitter in the Kuanghsi Provincial JKT 
station on 835, and a Hungarian transmitter and Changhow. In 1957 the Peking Broadcast 
ing Equipment factory preduced the forst large strictly Chinese transmitter, with an 
output power of 120 kw. Since 1957, the Chinese have apparently made all of their own 
transmitters, and have even been able to provide some for the export trade (eeg., to 
Tanzania). In 1960, a factory in Kangsu announced that they were in, regular production 
of 300 watt transmitters for local service, 
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‘In 1950, Mei Ti (then assistant director of the BAB) stated that there were only 

i million reteivers in all of China, more than half of which were small 3 and 4 tube 
receivers left by the Japanese. But in 1960, production figures of more than 1.5 
million receivers a year were claimed, The total number of receivers in China is = 
variously estimated to be between 10 and 20 million, or roughly one receiver for 
every 45 Chinese. By way of comparison, there is one receiver for every 10 persons on 
Taiwan, one for every 5 Japanese, and more receivers than people in the US, In 1961, 
factories in all provinces and regions of China (except Tibet) were reportedly turning 
out receivers and loudspeakers for the Rediffusion system. In 1961, it. was announced 
that 150 different br ands of receivers were in production, In 1963, the production of 
8 different models of semiconductor (transistor) receivers was announced. Even at the 
present time, receivers are still very much of a luxury on the Mainland, A 5 tube 
guperhet sells for about $50 and a 4 tube model for about $20. This ina country where 
the average worker earns something like $30 a month! Even go, visitors to China such 
as. Edward Snow report that receivers are to be: pote in the homes of some of the poor- 
est Chinese families, ; 

X. Reception of Foreign Broadcasts in China.- - 

In additon to the extensive system: of jammers ‘the Central regime has taken other 
steps to assure that the masses do not receive broadcasts from outside China. In 
September of 1954, the Ministry of Public Security passed a nunber of "Regulations 
Goverriing Control of Radio Equiptment't which went into effect immediately. This edict 
made the possession of certain types of radio equipment a very serious offense. The 
important controlled items ineluded "radio transmitters... radio receivers. with beat 
frequency oscillators capable of receiving CW... receivers with tadio frequency: 
amplifying stages... all types of transmitting tubes... receiving tubes with output 
powers greater than 1 watt... all capacitors with working voltages — greater than 1500 
volts... transmitting keys and crystals”, It is obviously true that VOA and VOFC 
stations can be received in certain areas of China even on the simple receiving. équip~ 
ment that is-legal, Cne New Zealander, just returned from the Peking area, informed 
the author that he was able to listen to the VOA nightly, in spite of the jamming. But 
any Chinese caught listening to foreign broadcasts is in very serious trouble, Cne Air 
Force pilot reportedly received a 5 year sentence for listening to the VOA. But this 
’ does not necessarily mean that the Mainland is totally sealed off from events in the 

outside world. The Central government makes certain that high government and military 
leaders receive news information from sources outside of China in undistorted form. 
he Gasssct Political Department of the PLA preduces a small newspaper called the 
Is'an Ktao Hsiashsi which is classified as a top secret document in China. This 
_doewment, which is restricted to commanders and political. commissars at. the regimental 
level and above, contains a page of condensed news broadcasts from a number of foreign 
radio stations, including Radio Australia, BRC, All India Radio, Radio Republic 
Indonesia, AFRTS Tokyo and Soule; the Voice of Free China, and the VOA. Coverage of 
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
